As instructed in your endorsement to the above-cited coraniunication 
from your office to the Central Intelligence. Agency, in V/ashington, 
D.C., the follovdng information which is contained in the subject's 
decentralized file is furnished: . 

. The subject was issued Immj.gration Visa No. 5546/93 as a 
Displaced Person by the United States Consul at Salzburg, 

Austria, on September 13, 1951, under the name NESTOR HOLEJKO, 

■ According to his Application for Immigration Visa No. 1-481782, 

he was born on October 26, 1902, in Sadowa, f'oland, and he last 
resided at No. 1, Gutenbergstrasse, Innsbruck, Austria. He was 
described. as married; a stateless person of Polish race; brown 
hair; browu q^s;, 5'3"; fair,.-wraplexion. ,.Both parents, JAN . 
HOLEJKO and HOLSJKO, ,n« IWASZKO, were listed as deceased. 

His wife, EMILtx^DLEJKO , nee^USIK, was born at Krams, Czecho- 
slovakia, and^^:^ed in Prague, Czechoslovakia, with two minoj^y-^ 
children, . LONG®/ HOLEJKO, born at Prague, in 1934, and ARI/VN^^ 

' born, in Prague,, in -19-+2. According to the Application for Im- 
migration Visa the subject resided in the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
from 1916 to I9I8; in Poland from I9I6 to 1920; in Czechoslovakia 

■ from 1920 to 1945; and in Austria from May,- 1945, to September 13, 

• 1951. He claimed to have had an education consisting of twelve 

years in elementary and high school and five years, university. 

He was an engineer by occupation. He indicated that his final 
destination in the United States was 149 2-iadison Avenue, New York, 
N, Y., the address of the National Catholic V/elfare Conference. 

The subject was admitted to the United States for permanent resi- 
dence at New York, N. Y., on December 10, 1951, and arrived on the 
USNS "General C. H. Muir". ’ ' 

The subject filed Declaration of Intention Nc. 173377 in the United 
States District Court, Detroit, I-Iichigan, on April 23, 1952, under 
the name NESTOR HOL^SJKO. According to the duplicate copy of the 
Declaration of Intention he resided at 3110 Garfield, Detroit, 
Michigan, and his occupation was that, of an electrical engineer. 

He indicated that his wife and two children still resided in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia. . ' 

No further information is contained in the decentralized file.
